Driving  is  a privilege 


The  Secretary  of  State’s  office 
recognizes  that  the  loss  of  driv- 
ing privileges  can  cause  great 
hardship.  Under  Illinois  law, 
drivers  may  apply  for  reinstate- 
ment or  a restricted  driving  per- 
mit. 

The  Department  of  Administra- 
tive Hearings  of  the  Secretary 
of  State’s  office  handles  all  ap- 
plications for  the  reinstatement 
of  driving  privileges  and  re- 
stricted driving  permits. 

This  brochure  offers  an  expla- 
nation of  how  to  contact  the 
department,  as  well  as  defini- 
tions of  some  of  the  terms  used 
and  procedures  to  follow.  On 
the  back  is  a listing  of  locations 
where  hearings  are  held  for  re- 
instatement of  driving  privileges 
and  restricted  driving  permits. 

The  Secretary  of  State’s  office 
is  responsible  for  ensuring  that 
only  responsible,  qualified  driv- 
ers have  their  driving  privileges 
reinstated. 


Terms  and  Definitions 


Alcohol-related  offense  - for  driving  un- 
derthe  influence,  implied  consent  or  statu- 
tory summary  suspension;  or  reckless  ho- 
micide or  other  fatality  accident  if  alcohol 
was  shown  to  be  a factor. 

Consultation  - the  first  step  in  applying  for 
reinstatement  of  driving  privileges  or  a 
restricted  driving  permit  (RDP)  after  sus- 
pension or  revocation.  Consultation  takes 
place  with  a hearing  officer,  who  reviews 
the  applicant’s  driving  record  and  explains 
the  documents  required  to  apply  for  rein- 
statement of  driving  privileges  or  an  RDP. 

Denial  - the  refusal  of  any  request  for 
reinstatement  or  an  RDP. 

Eligibility  date  - a driver  cannot  be  con- 
sidered for  reinstatement  until  the  eligibil- 
ity date,  which  is  a predetermined  period 
of  time  from  the  effective  date  of  revoca- 
tion or  extension  order  and  is  indicated  as: 
proj.  elig. 

Formal  hearing  - for  a driver  whose  driv- 
ing privileges  have  been  suspended  or 
revoked  for  an  offense(s)  involving  a fatal- 
ity or  multiple  DUIs.  Must  be  requested  in 
writing. 

Informal  hearing  - for  a driver  whose 
driving  privileges  have  been  suspended 
or  revoked  for  an  offense(s)  not  involving 
a fatality  or  for  a single  alcohol-related 
offense.  Usually  held  on  a walk-in  basis. 

Proof  of  financial  responsibility  - a re- 
quirement before  reinstatement  or  issu- 
ance of  a restricted  driving  permit.  Meth- 
ods include:  certified  policy  of  insurance, 
cash  deposit  or  surety  bond.  Financial 
Responsibility  Insurance  must  be  filed  with 
this  office  and  maintained  for  a period  of 
three  years.  Standard  automobile  insur- 


ance  is  not  acceptable.  Coverage  must  be 
at  least  $20,000  for  one  person  killed  or 
injured;  $40,000  for  two  or  more  persons 
killed  or  injured;  and  $15,000  for  property 
damage.  Your  insurance  must  be  submit- 
ted on  a SR-22  certificate.  Any  casualty 
insurance  agent  can  explain  this  type  of 
insurance  to  you. 

Restricted  driving  permit  (RDP)  — par- 
tial restoration  - allows  a driver  to  operate 
a motor  vehicle  in  certain  areas,  hours  and 
days  for  employment,  medical  or  educa- 
tional purposes.  The  driver  must  prove  a 
hardship  exists  and  submit  proof  of  em- 
ployment or  need  for  medical  care,  or  an 
educational  verification  form  and  class 
schedule  from  school.  Drivers  convicted 
for  DUI  under  age  21  are  not  eligible  to 
apply  for  an  RDP  until  one  year  from  the 
effective  date  of  revocation. 

Revocation  - the  loss  of  driving  privileges 
for  an  indefinite  period.  A driver  may  apply 
for  a restricted  driving  permit,  but  cannot 
apply  for  reinstatement  until  eligible.  To 
regain  driving  privileges,  a driver  must 
meet  certain  legal  and  administrative  re- 
quirements. 

Reinstatement  - full  restoration  of  all  driv- 
ing privileges.  Allows  driving  anytime  and 
anywhere  providing  the  driver  has  ob- 
tained a valid  driver's  license  and  is  not 
suspended/revoked  in  another  state. 

Suspension  - the  loss  of  driving  privileges 
for  a period  of  time,  generally  not  more 
than  a 12-month  period.  A driver  may 
apply  for  an  RDP  to  operate  a motor 
vehicle  during  a suspension.  Certain  sus- 
pensions may  not  allow  consideration  for 
an  RDP.

Financial 
Responsibility  Insurance  must  be  filed  with 


this  office  and  maintained  for  a period  of 
three  years.  Standard  automobile  insur- 
ance is  not  acceptable.  Coverage  must  be 
at  least  $20,000  for  one  person  killed  or 
injured;  $40,000  for  two  or  more  persons 
killed  or  injured;  and  $1 5,000  for  property 
damage.  Your  insurance  must  be  submit- 
ted on  a SR-22  certificate.  Any  casualty 
insurance  agent  can  explain  this  type  of 
insurance  to  you. 

Restricted  driving  permit  (RDP)  — par- 
tial restoration  - allows  a driver  to  operate 
a motor  vehicle  in  certain  areas,  hours  and 
days  for  employment,  medical  or  educa- 
tional purposes.  The  driver  must  prove  a 
hardship  exists  and  submit  proof  of  em- 
ployment or  need  for  medical  care,  or  an 
educational  verification  form  and  class 
schedule  from  school.  Drivers  convicted 
for  DUI  under  age  21  are  not  eligible  to 
apply  for  an  RDP  until  one  year  from  the 
effective  date  of  revocation. 

Revocation  - the  loss  of  driving  privileges 
for  an  indefinite  period.  A driver  may  apply 
for  a restricted  driving  permit,  but  cannot 
apply  for  reinstatement  until  eligible.  To 
regain  driving  privileges,  a driver  must 
meet  certain  legal  and  administrative  re- 
quirements. 

Reinstatement  - full  restoration  of  all 
driving  privileges.  Allows  driving  any  time 
and  anywhere  providing  the  driver  has 
obtained  a valid  driver's  license  and  is  not 
suspended/revoked  or  withdrawn  in 
another  state. 

Suspension  - the  loss  of  driving  privi- 
leges for  a period  of  time,  generally  not 
more  than  a 12-month  period.  A driver 
may  apply  for  an  RDP  to  operate  a motor 
vehicle  during  a suspension.  Certain  sus- 
pensions may  not  allow  consideration  for 
an  RDP.

DRIVING  IS  A PRIVILEGE 


The  Secretary  of  State’s  office 
recognizes  that  the  loss  of  driving 
privileges  can  cause  great  hard- 
ship for  many  individuals.  Under 
Illinois  law,  drivers  may  apply  for 
reinstatement  or  a restricted 
driving  permit. 

The  Secretary  of  State’s 
Department  of  Administrative 
Hearings  handles  all  applications 
for  the  reinstatement  of  driving 
privileges  and  restricted  driving 
permits.  This  brochure  provides 
contacts  in  the  department,  as  well 
as  definitions  of  some  of  the 
terms  used  and  procedures  to 
follow.  On  the  back  is  a listing  of 
hearing  officer  locations.  Informal 
hearing  officers  can  assist  with 
questions  about  restricted  driving 
relief  and  restoration  of  full  driving 
privileges. 

The  Secretary  of  State’s  office  is 
responsible  for  ensuring  that  only 
responsible,  qualified  drivers  will 
have  their  driving  privileges 
reinstated. 


TERMS  AND  DEFINITIONS 


DUI  disposition -conviction  — fordriving 
under  the  influence,  reckless  homicide  or 
fatal  accident  if  alcohol/drugs  were  shown 
to  be  a factor;  an  implied  consent  or 
statutory  summary  suspension. 

Consultation  — the  first  step  in  applying 
for  reinstatement  of  driving  privileges  or 
a restricted  driving  permit  (RDP)  after 
suspension  or  revocation.  Consultation 
takes  place  with  a hearing  officer,  who 
reviews  the  applicant’s  driving  record 
and  explains  the  documents  required  to 
apply  for  reinstatement  of  driving  privileges 
or  an  RDP. 

Denial  — the  refusal  of  any  request  for 
reinstatement  or  an  RDP. 

Eligibility  date  — a driver  cannot  be 
considered  for  reinstatement  until  the 
eligibility  date,  which  is  a predetermined 
period  of  time  from  the  effective  date  of 
revocation  or  extension  order,  is  indicated 
as  “proj.  elig.”  If  proj.  elig.  is  shown  as 
N/A,  consideration  will  not  be  given  for 
reinstatement  or  an  RDP. 

Formal  hearing  — for  a driver  whose 
driving  privileges  have  been  suspended 
or  revoked  for  an  offense(s)  involving  a 
fatality  or  multiple  DUI  dispositions.  Must 
be  requested  in  writing. 

Informal  hearing  — for  a driver  whose 
driving  privileges  have  been  suspended 
or  revoked  for  an  offense(s)  not  involving 
a fatality  or  for  a single  DUI  disposition. 
Usually  held  on  a walk-in  basis. 

Proof  of  financial  responsibility  — a 

requirement  before  reinstatement  or 
issuance  of  an  RDP.  Methods  include: 
certified  policy  of  insurance,  cash  deposit 
or  surety  bond.  Financial  Responsibility  In- 
surance must  be  filed  with  the  Secretary 


of  State  and  maintained  for  three  years. 
Standard  automobile  insurance  is  not 
acceptable.  Coverage  must  be  for  at 
least  $20,000  for  one  person  killed  or 
injured;  $40,000  for  two  or  more  persons 
killed  or  injured;  and  $1 5,000  for  property 
damage.  Your  insurance  must  be 
submitted  on  a SR-22  certificate.  Any 
casualty  insurance  agent  can  explain 
this  type  of  insurance  to  you. 

Restricted  Driving  Permit  (RDP)  — 

partial  restoration  of  driving  privileges, 
which  allows  a driver  to  operate  a motor 
vehicle  in  certain  areas,  hours  and  days 
for  employment,  medical  or  educational 
purposes.  The  driver  must  prove  a hard- 
ship exists  and  submit  proof  of  employ- 
ment or  need  for  medical  care,  or  an 
educational  verification  form  and  class 
schedule  from  school.  Drivers  under 
age  21  convicted  for  DUI  are  not  eligible 
for  an  RDP  until  one  year  from  the  effec- 
tive date  of  revocation. 

Revocation  — loss  of  driving  privileges 
for  an  indefinite  period.  A driver  may  apply 
for  an  RDP,  but  cannot  apply  for  reinstate- 
ment until  eligible.  To  regain  driving  privi- 
leges, a driver  must  meet  certain  legal 
and  administrative  requirements. 

Reinstatement  — full  restoration  of  all 
driving  privileges.  Allows  driving  any  time 
and  anywhere,  providing  the  driver  has 
obtained  a valid  driver's  license  and  is  not 
suspended/revoked  or  withdrawn  in 
another  state. 

Suspension  — loss  of  driving  privileges 
for  a period  of  time,  generally  not  more 
than  a 12-month  period.  A driver  may 
apply  for  an  RDP  to  operate  a motor 
vehicle  during  a suspension.  Certain 
suspensions  may  not  allow  consider- 
ation for  an  RDP.
